An  ordinance  authorizing  and  directing  the  extension 
of  so  much  of  the  curb  line  of  the  south  side  of 
Pratt  street  as  lies  between  O’Donnell’s  and  Dugan’s 
wharves  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  a distance  of  four 
feet  north  of  the  curb  line  now  established  on  the 
map  designated  “Burnt  District  Commission;  Gen- 
eral Plan  for  Opening  and  Widening  of  Streets,” 
approved  by  Ordinance  No.  66  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  of  April  5,  1904. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  so 
much  of  the  curb  line  of  the  south  side 
of  Pratt  street  as  lies  between  O’Donnell 
and  Dugan’s  wharves  in  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore, heretofore  established  on  the 
map  designated  “Burnt  District  Com- 
mission; General  Plan  for  Opening  and 
Widening  of  Streets,”  approved  April  5, 
1904,  by  Ordinance  No.  66  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  be  extended 
northerly  four  feet,  and  there  estab- 
lished, as  shown  on  the  blue  print  of  plan 
A-174  IB  of  the  United  Railways  and 
Electric  Company  now  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  City  Engineer.

No.  2. 

An  ordinance  appropriating  a sum  of  money  out  of  any 
unappropriated  balance  of  a certain  part  of  the  pur- 
chase price  paid  by  the  Fuller  Syndicate  for  the 
interests  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  in  the  Western 
Maryland  Railroad  Company  for  the  expense  to  be 
incurred  in  strengthening  and  re-enforcing  the  pres- 
ent bulkheads  of  Piers  Nos.  i,  2 and  3,  and  on  Pratt 
street,  between  Pier  No.  1 and  the  east  side  of  Light 
street,  and  for  kindred  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  ($100,000) 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  balance  not 
appropriated  for  any  other  purpose,  pur- 
suant to  the  authority  granted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  of  the 
sum  of  four  million  four  hundred  and 
twenty-two  thousand  four  hundred  and 
sixty  ($4,422,460.74)  dollars  and  seventy- 
four  cents,  forming  part  of  the  purchase 
price  paid  by  the  Fuller  Syndicate  for 
the  interests  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  in 
the  Western  Maryland  Railroad  Com- 
pany,-and  heretofore  passed  to  the  credit 
of  the  General  Sinking  Fund  of  said  city, 
and  the  interest  accumulated  thereon, 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expense 
to  be  incurred  in  strengthening  and  re- 
enforcing the  present  bulkheads  of  Piers 
Nos.  1,  2 and  3,  and  the  present  bulk- 
head on  Pratt  street,  between  Pier  No.  1 
and  the  east  side  of  Light  street,  and  for 
kindred  purposes.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  Wil- 
liam Harig  be  and  he  is  hereby  appointed 
a Constable  for  the  First  Ward  of  Balti- 
more City. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

An  ordinance  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  Section  7 
of  Chapter  349  of  the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland  of  1904,  relating  to  the  new  Municipal 
Sewerage  System. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That 
immediately  after  the  Sewerage  Commis- 
sion shall  notify  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  that  any  portion  of  the  sewerage 
system  provided  for  by  Chapter  349  of 
the  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland  of  1904  is  in  actual  operation 
and  in  a condition  to  collect,  transmit 
and  dispose  of  domestic  or  house  sewage, 
and  shall  impart  to  the  said  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  the  metes  and  bounds 
of  said  portion  of  said  sewerage  system 
in  such  state  of  preparedness,  the  said 
Commissioner  of  Health  shall  notify,  in 
writing,  all  owners  of  property  within 
such  metes  and  bounds,  within  thirty 
days  from  the  date  of  said  notice,  to  con- 
nect, at  their  own  cost  and  expense,  their 
respective  house-drains,  at  their  respect- 
ive building  lines  with  said  sewerage  sys- 
tem, and  to  clean  out  and  fill  up  their 
respective  privy  sinks,  wells,  cesspools  or 
other  sewerage  or  drainage  receptacles, 
and  to  abandon  the  use  of  their  existing 
arrangements  of  every  sort,  for  the  dis- 
posal of  sewage  or  drainage. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
the  notice  provided  for  in  Section  1 
hereof  shall  be  left  with  the  owner  or 
occupier,  or  agent  of  the  owner  of  the 
property  mentioned  in  said  notice,  and 
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if  there  be  no  owner  or  occupier,  or 
agent  of  the  owner,  of  said  property, 
upon  which  said  notice  can  be  served, 
notice  shall  be  deemed  in  all  respects 
sufficient,  if  exposed  in  some  open  way, 
upon  the  property  to  which  it  refers. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
after  receiving  the  notice  provided  for  in 
Section  1 hereof,  and  within  the  time 
stated  therein,  the  owner  of  all  such 
property  shall  comply  with  the  terms  and 
requirements  of  said  notice,  and  shall 
make  said  connections  with  the  said 
sewerage  system,  and  do  all  of  the  things 
prescribed  by  said  notice,  in  a thorough 
and  workmanlike  manner,  and  in  faithful 
conformity  with  all  existing  laws,  ordi- 
nances or  regulations  relating  to  plumb- 
ing, and  especially  so  that  no  water  from 
roofs  or  cellars  or  ground  water  will  enter 
such  portion  of  said  sewerage  system 
and  shall  also  fill  in  all  cesspools  cleaned 
out  pursuant  to  said  notice  with  good, 
pure  material,  and  in  cases  where  the  old 
drain  is  to  cross  a cesspool  in  order  to 
reach  the  new  sewers,  shall  lay  an  iron 
instead  of  a vitrified  pipe  across  said 
cesspool. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
before  the  work  provided  for  in  Section 
3 hereof  shall  be  covered  up  or  put  in 
operation,  the  said  work  must  be  approved 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Health  or  his 
representative.  Any  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  subject  the 
offender  to  a penalty  of  not  less  than

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
should  any  owner  of  any  such  property 
refuse,  neglect  or  fail  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  terms  and  requirements  of  the 
said  notice  within  the  time  therein  stated, 
then  upon  the  expiration  of  the  time 
therein  stated  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  is  hereby  empowered  and  directed 
to  perform  all  the  work  required  of  the 
said  owner  of  said  property  and  to  sup- 
ply all  the  materials  needed  therefor  at 
the  expense  of  the  said  owner,  and  upon 
the  completion  of  said  work,  the  cost 
thereof,  including  the  cost  of  such  ma- 
terials and  all  expenses  so  incurred,  shall 
forthwith  become  a lien  upon  the  said 
property  for  which  the  said  work  shall 
have  been  done  and  the  said  materials  • 
shall  have  been  supplied  and  the  said 
expenses  shall  have  been  incurred,  and 
the  cost  of  said  work,  including  the  cost 
of  said  supplies  and  the  said  expenses, 
may  be  recovered  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Health,  in  the  name  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  from  the  said 
owner  by  suit,  if  necessary,  and  in  addi- 
tion thereto  the  said  owner  who  shall 
refuse,  neglect  or  fail  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  terms  and  requirements  of  said 
notice  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  ten  dollars  for  each  day  until  the 
terms  and  requirements  of  said  notice 
are  fully  complied  with. 
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Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
should  it  appear  at  any  time  as  to  any 
connection  made  with  any  portion  of  the 
said  sewerage  system,  as  provided  for  in 
Section  III  hereof,  that  ground  water 
passes  through  said  connection,  then  upon 
notice  to  that  effect,  which  may  be  given 
in  the  same  manner  as  that  pointed  out 
by  Section  II  hereof,  the  offending  owner 
shall  within  thirty  , days  relay  said  con- 
nection so  that  said  ground  water  will 
cease  to  enter  said  sewerage  system. 

Should  any  such  owner  refuse,  neglect 
or  fail  to  relay  said  connection  in  said 
manner  within  the  time  specified,  then 
upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  specified 
the  Commissioner  of  Health  is  hereby 
empowered  and  directed  to  proceed  in 
the  same  way  as. that  set  forth  in  Sec- 
tion IV  hereof,  and  there  shall  be  the 
same  lien  and  the  same  right  of  recovery 
by  suit  and  the  same  liability  to  punish- 
ment, and  the  same  consequences  in 
every  respect  as  are  provided  for  in  Sec- 
tion IY  hereof. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  ordained  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , 
That  whenever  any  person  or  persons 
shall  occupy,  or  shall  be  in  actual  posses- 
sion, or  have  charge,  care  or  control  of 
any  property  within  the  city,  as  executor, 
administrator,  trustee,  guardian  or  other 
fiduciary,  or  as  agent,  such  person  shall 
be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  the  owner  of 
such  property,  within  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  this  ordinance,  ahd  shall

be  bound  to  comply  with  all  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  so  far  as  the  same 
may  affect  such  property,  in  the  same 
manner,  and  subject  to  the  same  conse- 
quences in  every  respect  prescribed  by 
this  ordinance  as  if  such  person  were 
actually  the  owner  of  such  propert}7",  and 
notice  to  any  such  person  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  as  hereinbefore  pre- 
scribed, shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
as  good  and  sufficient  notice  as  if  such 
person  were  actually  the  owner  of  such 
property.

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Burnt  District  Commis- 
sion to  purchase  a lot  of  ground  situated  on  the  south 
side  of  German  street,  between  Hopkins  Place  and 
Liberty  street,  for  the  purpose  of  widening  German 
street  and  appropriating  a sum  of  money  therefor. 


Widening  of 
German 
street,  be- 
tween Hop- 
kins Place 
and  Liberty 
street. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  the 
Burnt  District  Commission  be  and  it  is 
hereby  authorized  to  purchase  from  the 
owner  or  owners  thereof  a lot  of  ground 
situated  on  the  south  side  of  German 
street,  between  Hopkins  Place  and  Lib- 
erty street,  and  more  particularly  de- 
scribed as  follows:  Beginning  for  the 

same  at  the  southwest  corner  of  Hopkins 
Place  and  German  street,  and  running 
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thence  westerly  and  binding  on  the  south 
side  of  German  street  one  hundred  and 
nine  feet  eight  and  one -half  inches,  more 
or  less,  to  the  southeast  corner  of  German 
street  and  ‘Liberty  street;  thence  south- 
westerly and  binding  on  the  east  side  of 
Liberty  street  seventeen  feet,  more  or 
less;  thence  southeasterly  one  hundred 
and  nineteen  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the 
west  side  of  Hopkins  Place,  and  thence 
northerly  binding  on  the  west  side  of 
Llopkins  Place  forty -three  feet,  more  or 
less,  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
the  above  described  property,  when  so 
purchased,  shall  become  a part  of  the 
bed  of  German  street,  and  shall  be  graded, 
paved  and  curbed  by  the  City  Engineer, 
and  thereafter  kept  in  repair  as  one  of  the 
streets  of  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
the  sum  of  thirty -four  thousand  ($34,000) 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  balance  not 
appropriated  for  any  other  purpose  out  of 
the  sum  of  four  million  four  hundred  and 
twenty-two  thousand  four  hundred  and 
sixty  ($4,422,460.74)  dollars  and  seventy- 
four  cents,  forming  part  of  the  purchase 
price  paid  by  the  Fuller  Syndicate  for  the 
interests  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  in  the 
Western  Maryland  Railroad  Company  and 
heretofore  passed  to  the  General  Sinking 
Fund  of  said  city,  and  the  interest  accu- 
mulated or  to  accumulate  thereon,  for  the

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  to  construct  and  main- 
tain over  the  pavement  on  the  north  side  of  Hen- 
rietta street  at  the  centre  of  the  south  end  of  its 
electric  power  house,  located  between  Howard  street 
and  Ohio  avenue,  a metal  chamber  and  chimney 
with  the  proper  flues  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
the  necessary  draft  for  its  boilers  at  the  said  power 
house. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  author- 
ity be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted  to 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany, its  successors  or  assigns,  to  con- 
struct, erect  and  maintain,  at  its  own 
cost,  a metal  chamber  and  chimney  over 
the  pavement  on  the  north  side  of  Hen- 
rietta street  at  the  centre  of  the  south 
end. of  its  electric  power  house,  located 
between  Howard  street  and  Ohio  avenue, 
the  said  chamber  and  chimney  to  be  con- 
structed as  follows: 

Both  the  chamber  and  chimney  shall  be 
constructed  of  sheet  or  corrugated  iron 
according  to  plans  to  be  approved  by  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings.  The  chamber 
shall  be  rectangular  in  form,  22  feet  long, 
14  feet  9 inches  high  and  14  feet  wide, 
and  shall  extend  from  the  south  building 
line  of  the  power  house  southerly  to  the 
curb  line.  The  said  chamber  shall  be 
supported  by  proper  fixtures  on  the  south 
wall  of  the  power  house  and  by  two  iron 
columns,  each  one  foot  in  diameter,  which 
shall  be  placed  in  the  curb  line  of  the 
north  pavement  of  Henrietta  street,  and 
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to  be  of  such  height  that  the  bottom  of 
said  chamber  shall  not  at  any  point  be 
nearer  than  10  feet  7 inches  from  the 
pavement  of  Henrietta  street.  Through 
said  chamber  a smokestack  shall  pass 
which  shall  extend  above  said  power 
house  to  the  height  of  three  feet  above 
the  roof. 

The  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Construction 
Company  is  further  authorized  to  con-  t°heaChlmber. 
struct  and  maintain  in  the  said  chamber 
a fan  for  the  purpose  of  creating  a proper 
draft  for  its  boilers  through  the  said 
chimney,  and  also  to  introduce  metal 
flues  into  the  said  chamber,  which  shall 
pass  through  the  wall  of  the  power  house 
on  each  side  of  said  chamber  and  shall 
project  over  the  pavement  from  the  point 
where  said  flues  leave  the  power  house 
to  the  point  where  they  connect  with 
said  chamber,  but  no  part  of  said  flues 
shall  be  below  the  bottom  of  the  said 
chamber. 

The  construction  of  the  said  chamber, 
chimney  and  flues  shall  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Inspector  of  Build- 
ings and  subject  to  his  control,  and  the 
construction  and  maintenance  of  said 
columns  in  the  bed  of  Henrietta  street 
shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
City  Engineer  and  subject  to  his  control. 

The  chamber,  chimney  and  flues  hereby 
authorized  to  be  constructed  in  the  bed 
of  Henrietta  street  are  shown  on  the 
plat  attached  hereto.

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  ordained , That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall  at  all  times  have  and  maintain  the 
power  and  right  to  reasonably  regulate, 
in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise  of  the 
right'  herein  granted,  and  that  the  said 
right  shall  be  exercised  and  enjoyed 
within  six  months  after  the  grant,  and 
the  said  right  herein  granted  shall  be 
held,  exercised  and  enjoyed  for  a period 
of  twenty-five  years,  with  the  right,  at 
the  option  of  the  city,  to  the  said  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  at  a fair  revalua- 
tion, including  in  such  revaluation  the 
value  derived  from  the  said  franchise  or 
right,  to  renewals  not  exceeding  in  the 
aggregate  twenty -five  years;  that  the 
right  and  duty  at  all  times  are  hereby 
expressly  reserved  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  to  exercise,  in  the 
interest  of  the  public,  full  municipal 
superintendence,  regulation  and  control 
in  respect  to  all  matters  connected  with 
the  grant  herein  contained  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  said 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  to  maintain  the

timore, three  persons  of  cultivated  tastes 
and  sound  judgment,  to  serve  without 
pay,  who  shall  be  styled  the  Architec- 
tural Commission  of  Baltimore  city.

statement  of  the  objects  and  needs  of 
said  buildings,  from  which  he  shall  pre- 
pare a programme  setting  forth  all  the 
details  needed  for  the  guidance  of  archi- 
tects who  may  desire  to  prepare  com- 
petitive drawings  and  plans  and  descrip- 
tions as  hereinafter  mentioned  for  said 
building. 


He  shall  also  in  the  case  of  buildings 
to  be  constructed  have  prepared  to 
accompany  said  programme  a survey  plat 
of  the  lot,  with  figures  showing  the  grades 
of  it,  and  also  the  proposed  location  of 
the  proposed  building  on  the  lot. 
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He  shall  then  give  ten  days’  notice  in 
two  of  the  daily  papers  published  in  Bal- 
timore city  inviting  all  architects  desiring 
to  do  so  to  submit  drawings,  plans  and 
descriptions  as  herinafter  mentioned  in 
accordance  with  said  programme  for  said 
building,  and  he  shall  furnish  every  archi- 
tect applying  for  the  same  with  a copy  of 
said  programme,  and  likewise  with  a copy 
of  said  plat,  in  the  case  of  a building  to 
be  constructed. 

Each  architect  desiring  to  compete 
shall,  not  later  than  the  time  fixed  by 
said  notice,  deliver  his  competitive  draw- 
ings and  plans,  which  shall  consist  of  an 
elevation  showing  each  outside  wall,  a 
plan  for  each  and  every  floor,  and  a cross 
and  longitudinal  sections,  all  drawn  to 
a | scale  on  Imperial  Whatman  paper, 
without  coloring  or  shading.  A type- 
written description  of  proposed  kinds 
and  colors  of  ornamentation  and  archi- 
tectural features  must  also  accompany 
each  set  of  drawings  and  plans. 

The  drawings  and  plans,  with  said  de- 
scription, must  be  submitted  to  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings  personally  in  a 
sealed  package,  with  a sealed  envelope 
containing  the  card  of  the  architect,  and 
the  Inspector  shall  place  a number  on 
said  sealed  package  and  envelope,  corre- 
sponding to  the  order  in  the  competition 
in  which  they  were  received. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  fixed  by 
said  notice,  the  Inspector  of  Buildings 
shall  turn  over  to  said  Commission  all 
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sealed  packages  and  envelopes  delivered 
to  him  as  aforesaid,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Commission  to  open  said 
sealed  packages,  to  examine  the  drawings 
and  plans  and  descriptions  therein  con- 
tained, and  to  select  such  drawings,  plans 
and  descriptions,  in  their  judgment,  from 
the  standpoint  of  both  architectural 
beauty  and  fitness,  for  the  purpose  for 
which  said  building  is  to  be  used,  are  the 
best,  and  they  shall  return  the  set  so

conditions  in  use  by  the  city  in  their 
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specifications,  and  describing  in  full  the 
kinds  and  quality  of  materials  and  the 
general  construction.  All  structural  con- 
ditions must  conform  to  the  Building  Reg- 
ulations, and  all  city  laws  and  ordinances 
must  be  complied  with,  including  all 
requirements  for  public  safety,  such  as 
exits,  etc.,  and  the  quality  of  materials 
must  be  approved  by  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings. 

Sec.  5.  The  Architectural  Commission 
shall,  in  its  selection  of  the  competitive 
designs  submitted,  be  governed  by  all 
requirements  for  the  public  safety  as  pro- 
vided by  law,  so  that  there  will  be  no 
alteration  necessary  that  will  affect  the 
approved  design  and,  in  the  case  of  the 
construction  of  a new  school  house,  or  of 
the  enlargement  and  repair  of  an  old 
school  house,  tantamount  to  reconstruc- 
tion, the  powers  hereby  conferred  upon 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings  and  said  Com- 
mission, respectively,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  99  of  the  City 
Charter. 

And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the 
architect  whose  drawings,  plans  and 
descriptions  shall  be  selected  by  the 
Architectural  Commission,  as  aforesaid, 
for  the  construction  or  reconstruction  of 
any  building  by  the  city,  shall  receive  as 
compensation  for  his  services  a sum  equal 
to  three  and  one -half  per  cent,  of  the 
total  cost  of  constructing  or  reconstruct- 
ing said  building. 
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And  be  it  further  ordained , That  in 
exercising  the  powers  conferred  upon 
them  by  this  ordinance,  the  said  Commis- 
sion may  from  time  to  time  avail  them- 
selves of  the  services  of  a consulting 
architect,  approved  by  the  three  members 
of  the  Art  Commission  mentioned  in  Sec- 
tion 1 of  this  ordinance,  and  pay  for  said 
services  upon  such  terms  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  him  and  said  Archi- 
tectural Commission,  the  total  cost,  how- 
ever, not  to  exceed  the  sum  appropriated 
therefore  in  the  Annual  Ordinance  of 
Estimates.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Ordinance  Number  One  Hun- 
dred and  Sixty-two  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  approved  June  20,  1906,  entitled  “An 
Ordinance  authorizing  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  to 
enter  into  a contract,  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  with  the  Children’s  Play- 
ground Association  (Eighth  Division,  United  Women 
of  Maryland,)  and  appropriating  the  sum  of  three 
thousand  ($3,000)  dollars  as  the  compensation  to  be 
paid  under  said  contract  for  the  year  1907,’’  and  to 
re-enact  the  same  with  amendments,  and  appropri- 
ating the  sum  of  six  thousand  dollars  therefor  for  the 
year  1908. 


Section  1.  Be  it  or  darned  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred 
upon  it  by  Chapter  201  of  the  Acts  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland  for  the 
year  1906,  the  Mayor  of  Baltimore  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
enter  into  a contract,  on  behalf  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
with  the  Children’s  Playground  Associa- 
tion (Eighth  Division,  United  Women  of 
Maryland,)  in  the  following  form,  to  wit: 

This  agreement,  made  this  first  day  of 
January,  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred 
and  eight,  by  and  between  the  Children’s 
Playground  Association  (Eighth  Division, 
United  Women  of  Maryland,)  party  of 
the  first  part,  and  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  party  of  the  second 
part,  witnesseth: 

First . That  the  party  of  the  first  part 
doth  hereby  covenant  and  agree  with  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  that  it  will  well 
and  faithfully  maintain  in  each  year  dur-

And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
the  axial  point  of  Eutaw  Place  and  Lan- 
vale street  be  and  the  same  hereby  is 
adopted  as  the  site  for  said  monument, 
and  the  City  Engineer  is  hereby  author- 
ized and  directed  to  cause  a basin  about 
thirty -three  feet  in  diameter  to  be  con- 
structed and  prepared  at  said  point  for 
said  monument. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained , That 
the  proper  city  officials  cause  the  present 
kerb  line  of  the  squares  on  either  side  of 
said  basin  to  be  set  back  sufficiently  to

An  ordinance  authorizing  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road Company  to  construct,  maintain  and  operate  a 
curve  from  it  s present  track,  as  now  constructed  on 
West  Pratt  street,  into  the  property  occupied  by  the 
Pittsburg  Plate  Glass  Company,  situated  on  the  north 
side  of  Pratt  street,  between  Eutaw  and  Howard 
streets. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  be 
and  it  is  hereby  authorized  to  construct, 
maintain  and  operate  a curve  from  its 
track,  as  now  constructed  on  West  Pratt 
street,  into  the  property  occupied  by  the 
Pittsburg  Plate  Glass  Company,  situated 
on  the  north  side  of  Pratt  street,  between 
Eutaw  and  Howard  streets,  the  said  curve 
beginning  at  a point  on  the  track  as  now 
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constructed  on  West  Pratt  street,  205  feet 
west  of  the  west  side  of  Howard  street, 
and  extending  in  an  northeasterly  direc- 
tion, by  a curve  to  the  left,  with  the 
radius  of  65  feet  for  the  distance  of 
75  feet  to  the  north  side  of  Pratt  street. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall  at  all  times  have  and  retain  the 
power  and  right  to  reasonably  regulate, 
in  the  public  interest,  the  exercise  of  the

the  plant  and  property  of  said  grantee, 
to  be  constructed  by  virtue  of  this  ordi- 
nance, which  shall  be  and  become  the 
property  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  its 
election,  on  its  paying  said  grantee  said 
valuation;  that  said  payment  is  to  be  a 
fair  and  equitable  valuation  of  the  same 
as  property,  excluding  any  value  derived 
from  the  right  or  franchise  by  this  ordi- 
nance granted;  the  said  revaluation  and 
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valuation  hereinbefore  provided  for  to  be 
determined  upon  by  two  arbitrators,  one 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  other  to  be 
appointed  by  the  said  grantee,  its  repre- 
sentatives or  assigns,  who,  in  case  they 
shall  be  unable  to  agree  between  them- 
selves, shall  appoint  a third  arbitrator, 
and  the  decision  of  a majority  of  said 
arbitrators  shall  be  final  and  binding  as 
to  the  revaluation  or  valuation  aforesaid.

And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
in  consideration  of  the  right  hereinbefore 
granted  the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars  within  ten  days  after 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance.

new  sections  to  follow  Section  56,  and  to  be  desig- 
nated as  Sections  56A,  56B  and  56C,  respectively,  and 
two  new  sections  to  follow  Section  61,  and  to  be  des- 
ignated as  Sections  61A  and  61B,  respectively,  all  of 
such  additional  sections  under  the  sub-title,  “Food, 
Food  Products  and  Milk”;  and,  further,  to  add  an 
additional  section  to  said  Article,  under  the  sub-title 
of  “Fines  and  Penalties,”  to  follow  Section  203,  and 
to  be  designated  as  Section  203A. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sec- 
tion 59  of  Article  XIV  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code,  1906,  title  “Health,”  sub-title 
“Food,  Food  Products  and  Milk,”  be  re- 
pealed and  re-enacted  as  follows: 

i 

59.  Only  pure,  unadulterated,  unso- 
phisticated and  wholesome  milk  shall  be 
sold  or  offered  for  sale  in  Baltimore  city, 
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and  such  article  shall  be  understood  to  be 
the  natural  product  of  healthy  cows,  and 
which  has  not  been  deprived  of  any  part 
of  its  cream,  and  to  which  no  additional 
liquid  or  solid  or  preservative  has  been 
added,  and  which,  at  a temperature  of 
sixty  degrees  Fahrenheit,  shall  have  a 
specific  gravity  of  not  less  than  1.029, 
not  less  than  twelve  and  one -half  ( 12J ) 
pei  cent,  of  total  solids,  and  not  less  than 
three  and  one-half  (3J)  percent,  of  but- 
ter fats.  All  milk  sold,  received,  kept, 
offered  for  sale  or  delivered  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore  shall  not  in  any  particular  be 
under  the  standard  herein  prescribed 
without  being  considered  impure,  adul- 
terated, sophisticated  or  unwholesome. 
Nothing  in  this  sub-division  of  this  Article 
shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  sale  of 
skim-milk  or  butter-milk,  or  of  modified 
milk  under  the  prescription  of  a physi- 
cian provided;  they  be  sold  as  such,  and 
that  the  purchaser  be  in  every  instance 
notified  of  their  true  character.

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained , That 
four  new  sections  be  added  to  said  Arti- 
cle XI Y,  title  “Health,”  under  the  sub- 
title, “Food,  Food  Products  and  Milk,” 
to  follow  Section  55,  to  be  designated  as 
Sections  55A,  55B,  55C  and  55D,  and  to 
read  as  follows: 

Permits. 

55  A.  Every  person  or  corporation  desir- 
ing to  sell,  offer  for  sale,  expose  for  sale, 
dispose  of,  exchange  or  deliver,  milk  or 
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cream  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  shall 
make  application  to  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  for  a permit  so  to  do.  Such  appli- 
cation shall  be  made  on  a printed  form, 
to  be  furnished  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  upon  demand,  and  the  applicant, 
if  an  individual,  shall  state  therein  his 
full  name  and  residence,  and  if  a cor- 
poration, shall  state  therein  the  full  name 
and  residence  of  each  of  its  officers. 

Such  application  shall  also  state  the  loca- 
tion of  the  place  at  which  it  is  proposed 
to  carry  on  the  business.  It  shall  also 
contain  a statement  of  the  number  and 
character  of  wagons  or  other  vehicles  to 
be  used  by  the  applicant  in  or  about  his 
or  its  business;  also  the  number  of  cows, 
if  any,  owned  or  controlled  by  the  appli- 
cant, and  such  other  data  concerning  the 
conduct  of  such  business  as  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health  may  require.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Health,  upon  receipt  of  such 
application,  shall  cause  to  be  investigated  ^pilc^of 
the  place  of  business  described  in  such  business, 
application  and  the  wagons  and  other 
vehicles,  if  any,  intended  to  be  used  by 
such  applicant.  If  such  place  of  busi- 
ness and  such  wagons  or  other  vehicles 
are  found,  upon  such  investigation,  to  be 
in  a sanitary  condition  and  fit  for  the 
uses  and  purposes  to  which  they  are 
intended  to  be  put,  said  Commissioner  of 
Health  shall  forthwith  register  said  appli- 
cant in  a proper  record,  to  be  kept  for  the 
purpose,  and  issue  a permit  authorizing 
such  applicant  to  carry  on,  engage  in  and 
conduct  the  business  of  vendor  of  milk 
in  Baltimore  city  at  the  place  designated

in  such  application.  All  permits  granted 
pursuant  to  this  ordinance  may  at  any 
time  be  revoked  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Health  for  the  persistent,  repeated 
or  wilful  violation  of  any  law  or 
ordinance  or  of  any  regulation  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Health,  governing  the 
sale  of  milk  in  Baltimore  city;  provided, 
however,  that  no  such  permit  shall  at 
any  time  be  revoked  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health,  unless  he  shall  first 
have  given  the  holder  of  the  same  not 
less  than  ten  days’  notice  in  writing  of 
his  intention  to  revoke  such  permit  and 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  by  him  as  to 
why  such  should  not  be  done,  this  pro- 
viso not  to  be  taken  to  apply  to  cases 
where  the  sale  of  milk  or  cream  may  be 
temporarily  prohibited  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Health,  because  of  disease  on 
the  premises,  temporary  unsanitary  con- 
dition or  similar  causes.  Such  permits 
shall  not  be  transferable,  and  no  permit 
issued  hereunder  shall  entitle  or  autho- 
rize the  holder  thereof  to  carry  on, 
engage  in  or  conduct  the  business  of 
vendor  of  milk  in  any  place  or  places 
other  than  that  described  and  set  out  in 
such  permit.  If  any  person  having  a 
permit  to  vend  milk  as  aforesaid  shall 
change  the  location  of  his  or  its  place  of 
business,  notice  of  such  proposed  change 
shall  be  given  to  said  Commissioner  of 
Health  and  his  consent  in  writing  re- 
ceived to  conduct  such  business  at  such 
new  location;  and  no  business  shall  be 
conducted  or  carried  on  at  such  new  loca- 
tion until  such  consent  has  been  received. 
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Any  person  or  corporation,  or  officer, 
agent  or  servant  thereof,  who  shall ' sell 
or  offer  for  sale,  expose  for  sale,  dispose 
of,  exchange  or  deliver,  or  with  intent  so 
to  do  as  aforesaid,  have  in  his,  its  or 
their  possession,  care,  custody  or  control 
in  Baltimore  city,  or  who  shall  cause  to 
be  offered  or  sold,  milk  or  cream  for 
human  food,  without  first  having  obtained 
a permit  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  fined  not  Fine 
less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 


55B.  Every  vendor  of  milk  having  a 
permit  as  aforesaid,  shall,  whenever  so 
required,  furnish  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  a statement  of  all  changes  in  the 
data  and  information  provided  for  in  the 
preceding  section,  and  shall  also,  when- 
ever so  required,  furnish  him  a list  of  all 
persons  from  whom  he  or  it  receives  milk 
or  cream  for  use  in  his  said  business, 
whether  said  shipments  be  from  within 
or  outside  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and 
said  Commissioner  of  Health  shall  have 
power  by  regulations  to  require  that 
changes  or  additions  in  said  lists  of  ship- 
pers shall  be  furnished  him  from  time  to 
time  as  they  occur;  said  Commissioner 
of  Health  shall  keep  a record  of  such 
shippers,  when  furnished  as  aforesaid, 
for  the  use  of  his  office,  but  the  same 
shall  not  be  open  to  the  inspection  of 
other  persons.  Any  person  or  officer  of 
a corporation  failing  to  furnish  lists,  data 
or  information  as  aforesaid,  when  so 
required  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health, 
shall  be  lined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars 
for  each  offense.

55C.  The  permit  to  engage  mthe  vend- 
ing of  milk  hereinbefore  referred  to  shall 
be  posted  conspicuously  in  the  applicant’s 
place  of  business  at  a point  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Commissiner  of  Health  or 
health  inspector.  Each  vendor  of  milk 
shall,  before  engaging  in  the  sale  of  milk 
or  cream,  cause  his  name  or  the  name  of 
the  dairy  and  the  permit  number,  the 
former  in  letters  of  a readable  size  and 
the  permit  number  in  figures  not  less 
than  three  inches  in  height,  to  be  placed 
and  remain  on  each  outer  side  of  all 
wagons  or  other  vehicles  used  by  such 
vendors  in  the  conveyance  or  sale  of  milk 
or  cream.  Any  person  or  corporation 
failing  to  so  display  said  permit,  or  to 
cause  the  lettering  aforesaid  to  be  dis- 
played on  any  wagon  or  other  vehicle 
used  as  aforesaid,  as  in  this  section  pro- 
vided, shall  be  fined  not  less  than  ten 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars 
for  each  offense;  and  each  and  every  day 
on  which  said  person  or  corporation  shall 
fail  to  display  such  permit  as  herein  pro- 
vided, or  shall,  drive  or  operate  or  cause 
to  be  driven  or  operated  any  such  wagon 
or  other  vehicle  in  violation  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section  shall  constitute  a 
separate  and  distinct  offense. 

55D.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  shall 
have  power  to  adopt  such  regulations  as 
he  may  deem  proper  and  necessary  to 
insure  all  milk  and  cream  intended  for 
consumption  in  Baltimore  city  being  pro- 
duced, transported,  stored,  kept,  distrib- 
uted, retailed  and  delivered  under  condi- 
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tions  rendering  them  suitable  for  con- 
sumption as  human  food,  and  to  compel 
perfect  hygienic  and  sanitary  conditions 
of  all  cow  stables,  creameries  and  dairies 
from  which  milk  and  cream  so  in- 
tended for  consumption  in  Baltimore 
city  are  produced;  such  regulations  not 
to  be  inconsistent  with  existing  laws  or 
ordinances,  and  copies  of  the  same  to  be 
printed  and  kept  for  free  distribution  to 
the  public;  and  said  Commissioner  of 
Health  shall  have  power  to  prohibit  the 
sale  within  the  corporate  limits  of  Balti- 
more city  of  milk  or  cream  produced, 
transported,  stored,  kept,  distributed, 
retailed  or  delivered  contrary  to  such  reg- 
ulations, whether  said  milk  or  cream  be 
produced  within  or  outside  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  City  of  Baltimore;  and  to 
the  end  that  said  regulations  may  be 
enforced  in  the  case  of  milk  or  cream 
produced  outside  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  but  intended  for 
consumption  therein,  said  Commissioner 
of  Health  may  require  such  of  the  city 
milk  inspectors  as  he  may  designate  for 
the  purpose  to  make  inspections  at  such 
intervals  and  times  as  he  may  deem 
expedient  of  all  dairy  farms,  stables  and 
other  places  outside  the  City  of  Baltimore 
from  which  milk  or  cream  are  shipped  for 
consumption  in  Baltimore  city.  In  case 
full  access  to  such  premises  or  a full 
opportunity  to  investigate  all  the  con- 
ditions under  which  milk  is  there  pro- 
duced or  kept  shall  be  denied  said  inspec- 
tors, or  in  case  upon  such  inspection  the 
conditions  are  found  such  as  in  the  opin-

ion  of  said  Commissioner  of  Health 
render  such  milk  or  cream  unsuitable  or 
unsafe  for  human  food  and  warrant  the 
exclusion  of  said  milk  or  cream  from  sale 
in  Baltimore  city,  said  Commissioner  of 
Health  shall  have  power  to  absolutely 
prohibit  the  sale  thereof  at  any  place  in 
Baltimore  city  until  such  time  as  the 
reason  for  their  exclusion  shall  in  his 
opinion  have  ceased,  and  he  shall  adopt 
such  means  of  identifying  such  milk  and 
cream  as  to  him  may  seem  proper  and 
expedient.  In  case  of  the  exclusion  of 
any  milk  or  cream  as  aforesaid  from  sale 
within  Baltimore  city,  said  Commissioner 
of  Health  shall  immediately  make  a rec- 
ord of  such  fact  in  a properly -indexed 
book  kept  for  that  purpose;  said  book  to 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  all  vendors 
of  milk  who  may  desire  to  inspect  the 
same.  Any  person  or  corporation  or  offi- 
cer, agent  or  servant  thereof,  who  shall 
sell,  offer  for  sale,  expose  for  sale,  dis- 
pose of,  exchange  or  deliver,  or  with 
intent  so  to  do  as  aforesaid,  have  in  his, 
its  or  their  possession,  care,  custody  or 
control,  any  milk  or  cream  which  said 
Commissioner  of  Health  shall  so  record 
as  excluded  from  sale  in  Baltimore  city, 
shall,  upon  conviction,  be  fined  not  less 
than  fifty  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained , That 
three  new  sections  be  added  to  said  Arti- 
cle XIY,  title  “Health,”  under  the  sub- 
title “Food,  Food  Products  and  Milk,”  to 
follow  Sections  56,  to  be  designated  as 
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Sections  56A,  56B  and  56C,  and  to  read  as 
follows: 

56A.  All  consumers  who  receive  milk 
or  cream  from  vendors  in  cans,  bottles, 
vessels  or  other  containers,  which  are  to 
be  returned  to  said  vendors,  shall  imme- 
diately, after  emptying  the  same,  and 
before  their  return  as  aforesaid,  cause 
such  cans,  bottles,  vessels  or  other  con- 
tainers to  be  washed  and  thoroughly 
cleansed.  All  dealers  in  milk  or  cream 
receiving  such  milk  or  cream  in  cans, 
bottles,  vessels  or  other  containers,  which 
are  to  be  returned  to  the  persons  shipping 
or  delivering  the  same  to  such  dealers, 
shall,  immediately  after  emptying  the 
same  and  before  their  return  as  aforesaid, 
cause  such  cans,  battles,  vessels  or  other 
containers  to  be  rinsed  or  cleaned;  and 
all  dealers  in  milk  or  cream,  retailing  the 
same  in  cans,  bottles,  vessels,  containers 
or  receptacles  of  any  kind,  shall  thor- 
oughly cleanse  and  sterilize  all  such  cans, 
bottles,  vessels,  receptacles  and  contain- 
ers before  such  milk  or  cream  is  placed 
therein  for  delivery  to  customers.  Any 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  punishable  by  a fine  of 
not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than 
fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

56B.  No  person  shall  transfer  milk  or 
cream  from  one  receptacle,  can,  bottle  or 
vessel  of  any  kind  to  another  vessel  of 
the  same  or  any  other  kind  on  wharves, 
at  railroad  depots,  on  streets  or  in  wagons, 
except  that  milk  being  delivered  on 
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wagons  carrying  the  same  in  bulk,  as 
herein  elsewhere  provided,  may  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  vessel  of  the  purchaser  at 
the  time  of  delivery,  and  except  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  taken 
to  prohibit  the  transfer  of  milk  or  cream 
from  a relief  wagon  of  a vendor  in 
milk  to  the  proper  receptacle  in  a 
delivery  wagon  of  such  vendor,  or  to 
prohibit  the  replenishing  of  the  sup- 
ply in  a churn  or  similar  receptacle  in  a 
delivery  wagon  from  a can  or  other  vessel 
carried  thereon  for  that  purpose,  or  to 
prohibit  the  transfer  of  the  contents  of  a 
leaking  can  or  other  receptacle  to  some 
other  receptacle;  provided  such  excepted 
transfers  are  made  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  of  the  Commissioner  of 
Health  governing  the  same.  Any  viola- 
tion of  this  section  shall  be  punishable 
by  a fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

56C.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  bottling. or  vending  milk  or  cream 
to  have  on  his,  their  or  its  premises,  or 
in  any  wagon  used  in  the  delivery  of  milk 
or  cream,  any  acid,  drug,  chemical  sub- 
stance or  compound  to  be  used  for  color  - 
i n g , adulterating,  sophisticating  o r 
preserving  milk  or  cream,  and  no  such 
person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  have 
any  such  acid,  drug,  chemical  substance 
or  compound  which  can  be  used  for  color- 
ing, adulterating,  sophisticating  or  pre- 
serving milk  or  cream,  unless  such  person, 
firm  or  corporation  shall  have  a written 
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permit  from  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
in  Baltimore  city,  to  keep  the  same  for 
experimental  or  other  purposes  not  con- 
nected with  or  related  to  the  coloring, 
adulterating,  sophisticating  or  preserving 
of  milk  or  cream  as  such.  Any  violation 
of  this  section  shall  be  punished  by  a fine 
of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained , That 
two  new  sections  be  added  to  said  Article 
XIV.,  title  “Health,”  sub -title  “Food, 
Food  Products  and  Milk,”  to  follow  Sec- 
tion 61,  to  be  designated  as  Sections  61 A 
and  61B,  respectively,  and  to  read  as 
follows: 

61A.  The  Commissioner  of  Health  and 
all  other  officers  of  the  Health  Depart- 
ment, and  any  inspector  or  police  officer 
authorized  by  the  Commissioner  of  Health 
shall  have  the  right  and  power  to  enter 
and  have  full  access  to  any  building, 
structure  or  premises  where  any  milk  or 
cream,  or  either  of  them,  is  'stored  or 
kept  for  sale,  and  shall  have  the 
right  of  access  to  all  wagons,  rail- 
road cars  or  other  vehicles  of  any  kind 
used  for  the  conveyance  of  delivery 
of  milk  and  cream,  or  either  of  them, 
and  to  any  building,  structure  or  pre- 
mises where  he  believes  or  has  reason  to 
believe  milk  and  cream,  or  either  of 
them,  is  stored  or  kept  for  sale,  and  shall 
have  the  right  to  take  samples  of  milk 
and  cream  therefrom  (such  samples  not 
to  exceed  one  quart)  for  the  purpose  of 
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inspecting,  testing  or  analyzing  the  same. 
Any  person  or  corporation  refusing  to 
allow  such  right  of  entry  or  access,  or 
refusing  to  allow  such  samples  of  milk 
and  cream  to  be  taken,  or  hindering  or 
obstructing  any  officer  named  herein  in 
carrying  out  the  power  conferred  by  this 
section,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense.

61B.  Every  sample  of  milk  delivered 
to  any  officer  of  the  Health  Department 
dr  inspector  shall  have  a label  attached 
to  the  vessel  containing  such  sample,

number  of  the  dealer’s  permit,  the  num- 
ber of  the  sample,  the  date  of  collection 
and  the  name  of  the  inspector  or  officer

sample  upon  the  evidence  of  which  a con- 
viction is  asked,  a duplicate  sample  pro- 
perly sealed  and  marked  for  identifica- 
tion, shall  have  been  delivered  to  the 
person  from  whose  possession  such 
original  sample  was  taken.  In  taking 
samples,  the  milk  in  the  receptacle  from 
which  the  same  is  taken,  shall  be  so 
agitated  as  to  insure  a fair  mixture  of  the 
contents. 
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Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  a 
new  section  be  added  to  said  Article 
XIY,  title  “Health,”  sub -title  “Fines 
and  Penalties,”  to  follow  Section  203,  to 
be  designated  as  Section  203A,  and  to 
read  as  follows: 

203A.  No  prosecution  of  any  person  or 
corporation,  on  a charge  of  violating  any 
law,  ordinance  or  regulation  relating  to 
or  governing  the  sale  of  milk  or  cream  in 
Baltimore  city  shall  be  had  or  maintained 
unless,  at  the  initial  stage  thereof,  such 
prosecution  shall  have  been  authorized 
and  directed  by  the  written  order  of  the 
Commissioner  of  Health,  signed  by  him 
or  by  an  Assistant  Commissioner  of 
Health,  such  written  order  to  be  filed 
with  the  paper  in  the  proceeding. 

Sec.  6.  Be  it  further  ordained , That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  June  1, 
1908.

this  ordinance  set  forth,  in  order  that,  with  land,  to 
be  taken  from  property  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  on  the  west  side  of  said  street, 
Charles  street,  between  Twenty-ninth  and  Thirty- 
first  streets,  may  be  widened  to  a uniform  width  of 
one  hundred  and  thirty  feet,  same  to  be  thereafter 
subject  in  part  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of 
Park  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Baltimore.

Whereas,  The  owner  of  the  property 
on  the  east  side  of  Charles  street,  be- 
tween Twenty-ninth  and  Thirty-hrst 
streets,  have  offered  and  agreed  to  exe- 
cute and  deliver  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  a deed  or  deeds,

Whereas,  The  owner  of  that  parcel  of 
land  on  the  east  side  of  Charles  street, 
extending  from  the  north  side  of  Twenty- 
ninth  street  northwardly  two  hundred 
feet,  has  erected  certain  improvements 
on  that  part  thereof  which  is  to  be  con- 
veyed to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof,  and  the  aforesaid  owner 
is  not  willing  to  make  such  conveyance, 
except  subject  to  the  reservation  that  he 
shall  have  the  right  to  remove  said  im- 
provements, and  upon  being  paid  a sum 
of  money  which  will  cover  the  cost  of 
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and  loss  and  damage  which  may  result 
from  such  removal,  it  being  intended  that 
no  interest  in  said  improvements  shall 
pass  to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  and  to  that  end  said  owner 
desires  that,  in  addition  to  the  provisions 
above  mentioned,  his  deed  shall  contain 
also  the  provisions  or  reservation  follow- 
ing; that  is  to  say:

Whereas,  The  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  is  willing*  to  accept  such 
deed  or  deeds  as  are  hereinbefore  de- 
scribed, and  the  land  which  is  to  be 
thereby  conveyed,  the  deed  or  deeds  to 
contain  the  provisions  hereinbefore  re- 
cited, and  the  Board  of  Park  Commis- 
sioners to  agree  to  pay  such  sum  of  money 
for  removal  of  the  improvements  above 
mentioned,  if  any,  as  may  appear  to  them 
justifiable  in  the  performance  of  their 
duties. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  the 
Mayor  of  Baltimore  city  be  and  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  accept, 
on  behalf  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  such  deed  or  deeds  as  are 
hereinbefore  described,  and  the  land 
which  is  to  be  thereby  conveyed,  the 
same  to  be  used  for  widening  Charles 
street  as  aforesaid;  provided,  however, 
that  no  deed  shall  be  accepted  under 
the  provision  hereof  until  the  same  shall 
have  been  approved  by  the  City  Solicitor. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
as  soon  as  the  title  to  all  the  land  required 
for  the  purpose  shall  be  vested  in  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
Charles  street,  between  Twenty-ninth 
and  Thirty-first  streets,  shall  thereby 
become  widened  to  a uniform  width  of 
one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  by  addition 
thereto  of  thirty-two  feet  in  width  on 
each  side  of  said  Charles  street,  as  now 
opened  and  used;  and  said  street,  as  so 
widened,  shall  thereafter  be  subject  to  all 
laws  and  regulations  applicable  to  public 
streets  and  highways  of  the  City  of 
Baltimore;  provided,  however,  that  the 
planting  and  care  of  the  trees  and  shrub- 
bery, and  the  seeding  and  maintenance 
of  lawns  or  grass  plots  in  or  upon  the 
aforesaid  portion  of  Charles  street,  as 
widened,  be  and  they  are  hereby  commit- 
ted to  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
of  the  City  of  Baltimore.  This  provision 
not  to  be  construed  as  imposing  upon  said 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners  any  obliga- 
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tion  to  construct  or  maintain  driveways 
or  sidewalks  along  the  aforesaid  portion 
of  Charles  street.

An  ordinance  granting  to  the  Baltimore  and  Philadel- 
phia Steamboat  Company  the  right  to  exclusively 
use  and  enjoy  all  wharfage  rights  along  the  south 
side  of  Pratt  street,  from  its  intersection  with  the 
east  side  of  Light  street  wharf,  for  a distance  east- 
erly of  four  hundred  and  forty  feet,  and  prescribing 
the  terms,  conditions  and  duration  ot'  said  grant  and 
the  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  the 
Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  Steamboat 
Company  be  and  it  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  exclusively  use,  for  a 
period  of  fifty  years,  subject  to  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  mentioned  herein, 
including  those  relating  to  revaluation 
upon  the  expiration  of  every  recurring 
period  of  ten  years  hereunder  during  said 
whole  period  of  fifty  years,  all  wharfage 
rights  and  appurtenances  along  the  south 
side  of  Pratt  street,  from  the  intersection 
of  the  east  side  of  Light  street  wharf,  and 
extending  thence  easterly  a distance  of 
four  hundred  and  forty  feet. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises 
hereby  granted  are  granted  subject  ex- 
pressly to  the  following  terms  and  condi- 
tions; that  is  to  say: 
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First.  That  the  said  Baltimore  and 
Philadelphia  Steamboat  Company,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  may,  at  its  election 
and  at  its  expense,  erect  in  the  water 
along  the  south  side  of  Pratt  street  for 
the  distance  hereinbefore  mentioned,  as 
well  as  along  the  east  side  of  Light 
street  for  a distance  southerly  that  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  and  one  (101) 
feet,  6*  inches  from  the  south  side  of  Pratt 
street,  for  which  wharfage  rights  are 
owned  or  leased  by  it  or  them,  such  pier 
or  piers,  with  or  without  covered  super- 
structures thereon,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the 
said  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  Steam- 
boat Company,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
and  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  its  wharf- 
age rights  and  the  wharfage  rights  hereby 
granted;  provided  that  no  part  of  such 
piers  or  superstructures  shall  be  erected 
upon  or  project  over  any  part  of  the  bed  of 
Pratt  street  or  Pratt  street  bulkheads, 
and  that  all  plans  for  such  improvements 
shall  be  first  submitted  to  and  approved 
by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  and  the 
Harbor  Engineer,  and  the  work  to  be  per- 
formed thereunder  shall  be  subject  to  the 
supervision  and  control  of  the  said  In- 
spector of  Buildings  and  said  Harbor 
Engineer. 

Second.  That  the  said  Baltimore  and 
Philadelphia  Steamboat  Company  shall 
enjoy  free  access  by  water  to  such  pier 
or  piers  for  its  steamboats,  vessels, 
barges  and  other  water  craft,  provided 
the  said  steamboats,  vessels,  barges  and 
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other  water  craft  when  moored  to  said 
pier  shall  not  extend  at  any  one  time  out 
from  such  pier  or  piers  into  the  water 
surrounding  the  same  for  a greater  dis- 
tance easterly  than  four  hundred  and 
forty  feet  from  the  east  side  of  Light 
street  wharfs  and  provided  further  that 
the  said  right  of  free  access  and  the  use 
of  said  pier  and  waterways  shall  be  sub- 
ject in  every  respect  to  the  operation  and 
effect  of  Section  468  of  Article  IY  of  the 
Code  of  Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland, 
title,  “City  of  Baltimore,”  and  of  any 
supplements  thereto  or  amendments 
thereof,  of  Section  39  of  Ordinance  No. 

116,  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Bal- 
timore, approved  June  13,  1894,  and  of 
any  supplements  thereto  or  amendments 
thereof,  and  of  all  laws  or  ordinances 
relating  to  the  harbor  of  Baltimore  and 
its  appurtenances,  that  have  been  or  may 
be  enacted  by  authority  of  the  Congress 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  State  of 
Maryland,  or  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  and  of  any  supplements 
thereto  or  amendments  thereof,  and  of 
all  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Harbor 
Board,  or  other  duly  constituted  public 
authorities,  and  of  supplements  thereto 
or  amendments  thereof. 

Third.  That  the  said  Baltimore  and  Q^terly  pay’ 
Philadelphia  Steamboat  Company,  its  suc- 
sessors  or  assigns,  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  annually, 
at  the  Office  of  the  Comptroller,  in  equal 
quarterly  instalments,  on  the  first  days 
of  January,  April,  July  and  October  of

each  and  every  year,  a sum  of  money 
that  shall  never  be  less  than  ten  thousand 
($10,000)  dollars  during  the  life  of  the 
grant  hereby  made,  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, as  compensation  for  the  exclusive 
rights  and  franchises  hereby  granted; 
provided  however,  that  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  every  recurring  period  of  ten 
years,  during  the  life  of  the  grant  hereby 
made,  there  shall  be  a revaluation  of  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  for  said  grant;

assigns,  to  select  an  arbitrator  as  herein 
provided,  or  of  the  failure  of  said  arbi- 
trators within  the  said  thirty  days  to 
select  an  umpire  as  herein  provided,  then 
the  Mayor  shall  appoint  both  such  arbi- 
trators and  umpire  to  act  in  said  arbitra- 
tion, and,  in  case  of  a failure  of  the  ar- 
bitrators and  umpire  to  agree  within 
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thirty  days  after  the  appointment  of  the 
umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall  dissolve  the 
said  Board  of  Arbitration  and  a new  Board 
shall  be  appointed,  under  the  same  terms 
and  conditions  regulating  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  former  Board,  and  so  on 
until  an  agreement  is  reached,  the  opinion 
of  the  majority  of  the  arbitrators  to  be 
final.  The  revaluation  at  the  end  of  each 
recurring  period  of  ten  years  hereunder 
is  to  include  the  value  derived  from  the 
franchise  or  right  hereby  granted,  but 
not  improvements  made  on  said  pier  by 
the  grantee  hereunder,  its  successors  or 
assigns. 

Fourth.  That  the  Baltimore  and  Phila- 
delphia Steamboat  Company,  its  succes- 
sors or  assigns,  shall,  during  the  term  of 
this  grant,  keep  the  said  premises  and 
bulkhead  in  proper  condition,  order  and 
repair,  and  shall  also  cart  off  and  remove 
from  the  said  premises  all  dirt,  ashes, 
sweepings,  rubbish  and  litter  occasioned, 
created  or  deposited  on  the  said  premises; 
and  that  it  shall  not  throw,  or  allow  to  be 
thrown  at  anv  time  into  the  water  from

said  pier  or  piers,  or  from  any  of  its  ves- 
sels or  water  craft,  any  dirt,  ashes, 
sweepings,  rubbish  or  litter,  and  that  it 
will,  at  the  expiration  of  said  grant,  yield 
up  peaceably  to  the  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  the  rights,  fran- 
chises and  property  hereby  granted,  and 
that  it  shall  also  make  good  any  damage 
done  to  the  bulkhead  along  the  south  side 
of  Pratt  street  caused  by  collision  with 

its  vessels  or  caused  bvthe  construction, 
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operation  or  maintenance  of  such  pier  or 
piers,  and  shall  observe  and  keep  all  laws 
and  ordinances  applicable  to  the  prem- 
ises, and  shall  be  responsible  for  and 
indemnify  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  against  any  liability  to  any 
governmental  authority  or  officers,  cor- 
poration or  private  persons,  by  reason  of 
any  nuisance  existing  on  the  said  prem- 
ises, or  on  account  of  any  accident  or 
any  injury  to  any  person,  persons  or 
property  that  may  occur  or  originate  on 
said  premises  by  reason  of  the  construc- 
tion or  use  of  such  piers,  and  that  it  will 
not  assign  or  sub -assign  the  premises 
hereby  granted,  or  any  part  thereof, 
without  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  of  Estimates. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
hereby  expressly  reserves  the  right  and 
duty  at  all  times  to  exercise,  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  public,  full  municipal  super- 
intendence, regulation  and  control  in 
respect  to  all  matters  connected  with 
the  grant  hereby  made  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  terms  hereof,  and  that 
the  said  rights  and  franchises  shall  be 
executed  and  enjoyed  six  months  after 
the  grant,  as  provided  by  Section  37 
of  Article  IV  of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws,  entitled  “City  of  Baltimore,” 
sub-title  “Charter,”  and  the  rights  and 
franchises  herein  granted  to  the  said 
Baltimore  and  Philadelphia  Steamboat 
Company  shall  be  held,  exercised  and 
enjoyed  by  the  said  company  for  a period 
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of  fifty  years,  subject  to  all  the  terms 
and  conditions  mentioned  herein,  includ- 
ing those  relating  to  revaluation  upon  the 
expiration  of  every  recurring  period  of  ten 
years  hereunder  during  said  whole  period 
of  fifty  years;  and  that  upon  the  termina- 
tion of  this  grant  any  piers  or  improve- 
ments erected  by  said  company,  under 
the  franchise  hereby  granted,  shall  be 
removed  by  said  company,  its  successors 
or  assigns. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
upon  the  failure  of  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  this  ordi- 
nance, the  rights,  privileges  and  fran- 
chise hereby  granted  shall  be  and  become 

whollv  null  and  void.

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
This  grant  shall  be  subject,  in  so  far  as 
they  may  apply,  to  all  of  the  terms,  con- 
ditions and  restrictions  imposed  by  Sec- 
tions 7 to  12,  inclusive,  and  by  Section  37 
of  Article  IY  of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws,  entitled  “City  of  Baltimore,”  sub- 
title “Charter,”  as  amended  by  the  Act 
of  1904,  Chapter  616,  and  of  the  Act  of 
1906,  Chapter  152,  and  by  any  subse- 
quent amendments  thereof. 

Sec.  6.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  hereby  reserves  the  right  to 
value,  assess  and  tax,  in  the  usual  way, 
any  improvements  that  may  be  erected 
by  the  grantee  hereunder,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  and  nothing  in  this  ordinance 
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shall  be  taken  as  abridging  or  impairing  in 
any  respect  any  lawful  powers  of  valua- 
tion, assessment  or  taxation  that  may  now 
or  hereafter  be  excercisable  by  the  State 
of  Maryland,  or  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  in  relation  to  any 
franchise  * right  or  interest  that  said 
grantee  may  acquire  hereunder.

An  ordinance  granting  to  The  Maryland  Electric  Rail- 
ways Company,  its  successors  and  assigns,  the  right 
to  construct  double  railroad  tracks  on  Russell  street, 
between  Bayard  street  and  the  right  of  way  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  at  what 
would  be  the  intersection  of  said  Russell  street 
with  Ostend  street,  and  to  operate  and  run  their 
trains  and  cars  thereon  with  the  right  to  make  all 
necessary  curves  and  connections  thereto,  including 
the  right  to  connect  with  the  railroad  tracks  to  be 
constructed  on  the  private  right  of  way  of  said 
Maryland  Electric  Railways  Company  at  Bayard 
street,  and  with  the  railroad  tracks  on  the  B iltimore 
and  Ohio  right  of  way  at  Ostend  street,  and  also 
with  the  right  to  make  such  overhead  or  other  con- 
struction as  may  be  necessary  to  the  operation  of 
said  railroad  on  the  said  location. 

Section  1.  Be  it  orclalnecl  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  the 
Maryland  Electric  Railways  Company,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  be  and  it  is  here- 
by authorized  to  construct,  under  the 
supervision  of  the  City  Engineer,  and  to 
maintain  and  operate  double  tracks  with 
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the  necessary  poles,  wires  and  overhead 
or  other  construction  in  the  bed  of  Rus- 
sell street,  from  the  point  where  the  tracks 
of  said  company  to  be  constructed  on 
its  own  private  right  of  way  intersects 
with  Bayard  street  to  the  place  where 
Russell  street  intersects  the  right  of  way 
of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany at  Ostend  street,  and  to  operate 
and  run  its  passenger  cars  and  trains 
thereon,  propelled  by  electricity,  or  other 
improved  motive  power  other  than  steam, 
with  the  necessary  curves  and  connec- 
tions, including  the  right  to  connect  with 
its  said  private  right  of  way  at  Bayard 
street,  and  with  the  tracks  on  the  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  private  right  of  way  at 
Ostend  street;  all  of  which  tracks  are 
shown  in  red  lines  on  the  plat  hereto 
annexed  and  made  part  of  this  ordinance, 
a copy  of  which  plat  is  also  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  City  Engineer. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
shall  at  all  times  have  and  retain  the 
power  and  right  to  exercise,  in  the  inter- 
est of  the  public,  full  municipal  superin- 
tendence,regulation  and  control  in  respect 
to  all  matters  connected  with  the  grant 
hereby  made  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  terms  thereof,  and  to  reasonably  reg- 
ulate in  the  public  interest  the  exercise 
of  the  right  herein  granted,  and  that  the 
rights  and  franchises  hereby  granted  shall 
be  executed  and  enjoyed  six  months  after 
the  grant,  and  the  rights  and  franchises 
herein  granted  shall  be  held,  exercised 
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2 5 years,  with  and  enjoyed  for  the  period  of  twenty-five 
newai.to  re'  years,  with  the  right  to  the  said  corpora- 
tion, its  successors  and  assigns,  on  a fair 
revaluation,  including  in  such  revaluation 
the  value  derived  from  the  said  franchises 
or  rights  to  a renewal  for  another  period 
of  twenty-five  years,  upon  the  termina- 
tion of  which  there  shall  be  a fair  valua- 
tion of  the  plant  and  property  as  property, 
excluding  any  valuation  derived  from  the 
franchises  or  rights,  and  the  same  shall 
To  become  be  and  become  the  property  of  the  city, 
city.  at  its  election,  on  paying  to  the  said  cor- 

poration, its  successors  or  assigns,  the 
said  valuation.  The  valuation  and  reval- 
uation herein  provided  for  shall  be  a fair 
and  equitable  valuation,  and  shall  be  fixed 
by  two  arbitrators,  one  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  and  the  other  by  said  cor- 
Arbitration.  poration,  its  successors  or  assigns,  and  in 
case  of  a failure  of  said  arbitrators  to 
agree  upon  said  valuation  or  revaluation, 
respectively,  within  a reasonable  time, 
then  the  said  arbitrators  shall  appoint  an 
umpire,  and  the  decision  of  the  majority 
of  said  arbitrators  shall  be  final  and 
binding  as  to  the  valuation  and  revalua- 
tion aforesaid;  providing  if  said  two  arbi- 
trators shall  after  a reasonable  time  fail 
to  appoint  an  umpire,  then  the  Mayor 
shall  appoint  the  umpire;  and  should  the 
said  corporation,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
fail  to  appoint  an  arbitrator  as  hereinbe- 
fore provided  for,  within  a reasonable 
time,  then  the  Mayor  shall  appoint  said 
arbitrator  to  act  with  the  arbitrator  ap- 
pointed by  him  on  behalf  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  which 
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arbitrator  shall  have  the  same  powers  and 
discharge  the  same  duties  as  if  one  of 
them  had  been  appointed  by  the  said 
corporation  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  and  as- 
signs, shall,  at  its  own  expense,  in  laying 
down  or  in  relaying  from  time  to  time, 
its  said  railway  tracks  on  said  street, 
adjust  its  said  tracks  to  the  grade  of  said 
street  as  the  same  is  now  or  may  here- 
after be  established  by  law,  and  shall  at 
its  own  expense  keep  the  spaces  between 
said  tracks  and  extending  for  a distance 
of  two  feet  on  either*  side  thereof  in 
thorough  repair,  and  shall  at  its  own  ex- 
pense keep  the  same  free  from  snow  or 
other  obstruction,  but  without  obstruct- 
ing the  other  portions  of  said  street  on 
either  side  of  said  tracks,  and  shall  at 
its  own  expense  if  and  so  often  as  said 
street  shall  be  paved  or  repaved  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
pave  and  repave  the  spaces  between  said 
tracks  and  extending  for  a distance  of 
two  feet  on  either  side  thereof,  with  the 
same  paving  material  as  that  with  which 
the  rest  of  said  street  shall  be  paved  or 
repaved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
in  consideration  of  the  right  herein 
granted,  the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  in 
quarterly  instalments,  on  the  first  days  of 
January,  April,  July  and  October,  in 
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each  year,  a tax  of  nine  per  cent,  as  and 
for  the  annual  park  tax  upon  its  gross 
receipts  derived  from  passenger  traffic 
over  that  part  of  Russell  street  covered 
by  this  ordidance. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
any  non-compliance  at  any  time  by  the 
grantee  hereunder,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, with  any  of  the  terms  of  the  grant 
hereby  made  shall,  at  the  option  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
operate  as  a forfeiture  of  the  grant 
hereby  made. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
neither  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  nor 
anything  in  it,  including  especially  the 
provision  herein  for  compensation  to  the 
city,  shall  be  taken  as  in  any  wise  preju- 
dicing the  position  of  the  city  in  the  con- 
troversy now  pending  in  the  courts  with 
reference  to  the  assessability  and  taxa- 
bility of  street  franchises  and  easements.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  Section  i of  Article  33  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Code  of  1898,  title  “Licenses,”  sub-title 
“Amusements,”  as  said  section  was  amended  by  Ordi- 
nance No.  23,  approved  March  20,  1894,  and  to  re- 
enact the  same  with  amendments. . 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  Sec- 
tion 1 of  Article  33  of  the  Baltimore  City 
Code  of  1893,  title  “Licenses,”  sub-title 
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“Amusements,”  as  said  section  was 
amended  by  Ordinance  No.  23,  approved 
March  20,  1894,  be  and  the  same  hereby 
is  repealed  and  re-enacted  with  amend- 
ments so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

Section  1.  No  billiard,  bagatelle,  pool, 
manhattan,  klondike  or  rondo  table  shall 
be  erected,  set  np,  kept  or  in  any  respect 
whatever  used  for  the  purpose  of  gain  or 
public  entertainment  within  the  city  with- 
out a license  previously  obtained  from  the 
Collector  of  Water  Rents  and  Licenses,  un- 
der the  seal  of  the  corporation,  under  a 
penalty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  and  every

a programme  setting  forth  all  the  details 
needed  for  the  guidance  of  architects  who

beyond  the  city  limits  of  Baltimore  City;

Whereas,  Under  Ordinance  No.  69,  ap- 
proved February  24,  1908,  in  consideration 
of  certain  concessions  made  by  the  said 
Southern  Product  Company,  as  therein  re-

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
in  consideration  of  the  right  hereinbefore 
granted  the  said  grantee  shall  pay  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  and  fifteen  and  forty 
hundredths  dollars  ($315.40)  each  year  so 
long  as  it  uses  the  right  hereby  given.

An  ordinance  granting  to  the  Baltimore,  Chesapeake 
and  Atlantic  Railway  Company,  a corporation,  duly 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland, 
its  successors  and  assigns,  the  right  to  exclusively  use 
the  western  half  of  Pier  No.  I,  forming  a part  of  the 
Burnt  District  Commission  plan  of  additions  and 
extensions  to  the  Public  Wharves  and  Docks  of  Bal- 
timore city,  together  with  a certain  bulkhead  line  on 
Pratt  street  as  widened,  and  prescribing  the  terms, 
conditions  and  duration  of  said  grant  and  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  therefor. 


Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the  Bal- 
timore, Chesapeake  and  Atlantic  Railway 
Company,  organized  and  existing  under  and 
by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Mary- 
land, its  successors  nnd  assigns,  be  and  it 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  ex- 
clusively use  for  a period  of  fifty  years,  sub- 
ject to  all  the  terms  and  conditions  men- 
tioned herein,  including  those  relating  to 
a revaluation  upon  the  expiration  of  every ' 
recurring  period  of  ten  years  hereunder  dur- 
ing said  whole  period  of  fifty  years.  The 
entire  west  half  of  Pier  No.  1,  forming  part 
of  the  Burnt  District  Commission  plan  of 
additions  and  extensions  to  the  public 
wharves  and  docks  of  Baltimore  city,  sanc-

uation within  thirty  days  following  their 
appointment,  then  said  arbitrators  shall 
select  an  umpire;  and  in  case  of  the  fail- 
ure of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or 
assigns,  to  select  an  arbitrator  as  herein 
provided,  or  of  the  failure  of  the  said 
arbitrators  within  said  thirty  days  to 
select  an  umpire,  as  herein  provided,  then 
the  Mayor  shall  appoint  both  such  arbi- 
trators and  umpire  to  act  in  said  arbitra- 
tion; and  in  case  of  the  failure  of  the 
arbitrators  and  umpire  to  agree  within 
thirty  days  after  the  appointment  of  said 
umpire,  then  the  Mayor  shall  dissolve  the 
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said  Board  of  Arbitration,  and  a new 
Board  shall  be  appointed  under  the  same 
terms  and  conditions  regulating  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  former  Board,  and  so 
on  until  an  agreement  is  reached — the 
opinion  of  a majority  of  the  arbitrators 
to  be  final.

That  the  Baltimore,  Chesapeake 
and  Atlantic  Bailway  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns,  shall,  during  the  term 
of  this  grant,  insure  and  keep  insured  at 
its  expense,  in  an  amount,  and  in  an 
insurance  company  or  companies  sat- 
isfactory to  the  Comptroller,  all  the 
improvements  erected  by  it  on  said  prem- 
ises, the  proceeds  of  insurance  in  case 
of  fire  to  be  used  in  rebuilding  or  restor- 
ing said  improvements,  and  the  policy  or 
policies  of  insurance  to  be  so  framed  or 
endorsed  as  to  secure  this  application  of 
said  proceeds  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Comptroller,  and  shall  also  keep  the  said 
premises,  including  walls,  fender  piles

and  that  it  will,  at  the  expiration  of  its 
occupation  of  the  said  pier,  yield  up  the 
same  peacebly  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  as  good  order  in 
all  respects  as  when  received,  reasonable 
wear  and  tear  and  damage  by  accidental 
fire  or  other  unavoidable  casualty  not 
attributable  to  the  negligence  of  the 
grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns,  ex- 
cepted; that  it  shall  pave  and  repave, 
as  well  as  keep  in  repair,  such  part 
of  said  fifty  feet  drive  and  trackway 
as  is  hereby  granted  to  said  grantee, 
and  all  the  floorings  and  pavements 
on  said  western  half  of  said  Pier  No. 
1,  and  shall  also  make  good  any  damages 
done  to  said  Pier  No.  1 or  bulkhead 
caused  by  collision  with  its  vessels, 
and  shall  observe  and  keep  all  laws  and 
ordinances  applicable  to  the  premises, 
and  shall  be  responsible  for  and  indem- 
nify the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  against  any  liability  to  any 
governmental  authority,  or  officers,  cor- 
porations or  private  persons  for  costs, 
expenses,  injury  or  loss  by  reason  of  any 
nuisance  existing  on  the  said  premises 
hereby  granted,  or  on  account  of  any 
accident  or  injury  to  any  person,  persons 
or  property  that  may  occur  or  originate 
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on  said  premises,  and  be  due  to  the  neg- 
lect or  default  of  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  and  that  it  will  not 
assign  the  grant  hereby  made  without  the 
consent,  in  writing,  of  the  members  of 
the  Board  of  Estimates,  other  than  to 
some  person  or  corporation  which  may 
have  succeeded  to  the  ownership  of  the 
majority,  in  point  of  par  value,  of  the 
shares  of  capital  stock  of  the  property  of 
the  said  Baltimore,  Chesapeake  and  At- 
lantic Railway  Company,  and  will  not 
sub -assign  any  part  thereof  without  said 
consent  in  writing;  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  'of  Baltimore  to  keep  the  said

day  of  January,  1908,  and  now  on  file  in  said  office.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  the 
Commissioners  for  Opening  Streets  be  and 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  condemn  and  close  all  those  portions 
of  the  Windsor  Mill  road,  lying  between 
the  west  side  of  Fulton  avenue  to  the 
east  side  of  Payson  street,  the  portions 
of  said  road  to  be  condemned  and  closed 
being  described  as  follows: 
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Beginning  for  the  first  on  the  west  side 
of  Fulton  avenue,  the  south  side  of  said 
Windsor  Mill  road  intersecting  said  west 
side  of  Fulton  avenue  at  the  distance  of 
fifty-four  feet  and  ten  inches  northerly 
from  the  corner  formed  by  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  west  side  of  Fulton  aveuue 
and  the  north  side  of  Presstman  street, 
said  road  running  thence  southwesterly 
and  northwesterly,  with  an  even  width 
of  forty  feet,  for  the  distance  of  one 
hundred  and  seventy-five  feet,  more  or 
less,  to  the  east  side  of  Friendsbury 
street,  as  located  on  Poppleton’s  plat  of 
Baltimore  city.

An  ordinance  granting  to  the  Standard  Oil  Company, 
a corporation,  organized  and  existing  under  and  by 
virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  the  right  to  exclusively  use  a 
part  of  the  western  half  of  Pier  Number  2,  forming 
a part  of  the  Burnt  District  Commission  plan  of  addi- 
tions and  extensions  to  the  Public  Wharves  and  Docks 
of  Baltimore  city,  together  with  a certain  bulkhead 
line  on  Pratt  street,  as  widened,  and  prescribing  the 
terms,  conditions  and  duration  of  said  grant  and  the 
compensations  to  be  paid  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  the 
Standard  Oil  Company,  a corporation, 
organized  and  existing  nnder  and  by 
virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  its  successors  and  assigns,  be  and 
it  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
exclusively  to  use  for  a period  of  fifty 
years,  subject  to  all  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions mentioned  herein,  including  those 
relating  to  revaluation  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  every  recurring  period  of  ten 
years  hereunder  during  said  whole  period 
of  fifty  years,  all  that  part  of  the  west- 
erly half  of  Pier  No.  2,  forming  part 
of  the  Burnt  District  Commission  plan 
of  addition  and  extensions  to  the  pub- 
lic wharves  and  docks  of  Baltimore 
city,  sanctioned  by  Ordinance  No.  149  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
approved  November  10,  1904,  described  as 
follows;  that  is  to  say:
